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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Klinggel reference has only been used to 
modified the cutting appratus and not how the cutting appratus moves relative to the work piece. EP 1 136205 clearly discloses cutting at 
least two logs transversely. Applicant's claims do not disclose any structure supporting a specific angle at which the cutting nozzel 
performs it cutting function or that the arm to hold the cutting appratus is "L" shaped. Cutting paper with a water jet is old and well know 
as show by Caspar (6,001,219).: EP 1136205 modified by Klingel clearly discloses the apparatus as claimed. r 
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
